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This  Annual  Report  shows  little  change  in  character  from  that  of 
the  preceding  year  with  the  exception  that  there  is  some  slight 
diminution  in  the  scope  of  the  survey.  The  control  of  diphtheria 
prophylaxis  has  passed  entirely  under  the  direction  of  the  County 
Authority  and  reference  to  this  has  been  omitted  :  Ambulance  Service 
which  has  followed  a  similar  course  is,  however,  directed  locally  and 
a  note  in  this  relation  has  been  included.  Attention  has  been 
directed  and  space  provided  both  in  the  weekly  and  annual  returns 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  detailed  reporting  on  any  cases  of 
illness  arising  from  poisoning  caused  by  food-stuff s  :  no  cases  of 
this  nature  have  been  brought  to  notice  in  the  year. 

Infectious  Diseases.  There  is  little  noteworthy  in  the  return  of 
infectious  diseases  for  the  twelve  months.  The  total  of  Scarlet 
Fever ^ is  slightly  lower  than  that  of  1947  and  both  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough  occured  at  infrequent  intervals  and  with  neither  gave 
rise  to  conditions  approaching  epidemic  standards.  Again  there  has 
been  complete  freedom  from  Diphtheria  and  no  cases  of  Infantile 
paralysis  have  occured. 

Vital  Statistics. 

Births .  The  Birth  Rate  compares  favourably  with  that  of  the  Country 
and  uhis  year  two  deaths  occured  in  this  group  giving  a  ratio  still 
below  that  generally  prevailing. 

General  Deaths.  This  rate  is  above  that  of  England  and  Wales. 

Tuberculosis .  The  total  on  the  Register  continues  to  step  up  and  the 
Death  Rate  is  higher  than  that  of  the  Country.  It  will  be  appreciated 
that  with  the  advent  of  but  one  death  only  considerable  change  is 
made  in  the  final  statistics  when  dealing  with  a  town  of  this  size. 

All  deaths  in  this  section  wore  due  to  the  pulmonary  form  of  disease. 

Miscellaneous.  This  Authority  continues  to  take  great  interest 
in  its  Housing  Problem  and  much  time  and  thought  has  been  given  and 
every  facet  fully  discussed.  In  addition  your  Sanitary  Inspector 
has  directed  his  £  ttention  to  the  maintenance  of  general  services 
and  supervised  the  distribution  of  meat  from  the  central  abattoir 
ituated  locally  in  the  Town. 

In  presenting  this  Report  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  takes 
this  opportunity  of  thanking  his  Colleagues  for  their  courtesy 
and  continuous  co-operation  in  the  working  of  the  Department  and 
in  the  compilation  of  this  Report.

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GENERAL  PRC VIS ION  ECR  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA . 
Ambulance  Service. 

The  District  is  now  served  by  the  Salop  County  Council 
Ambulances  stationed  at  Donnington,  A  Sub-Committee  meets  locally 
in  the  area  served.  This  combined  working  functions  well  and  there 
have  been  few  complaints. 

Mortuary  and  Allied  Services . 

A  modern  Mortuary  is  provided  at  the  Council  Depot,  Salter’s 
Lane,  Newport,  jointly  with  Wellington  Rural  District  Council, 

This  is  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  District.  Under  the  Public 
Assistance  Act  1948  an  additional  duty  has  been  placed  on  District 
Authorities,  t'hat  is,  the  disposal  of  the  dead  dying  without 
provision  for  burial.  So  far  two  cases  of  this  nature  have  arisen. 

Home  Helps. 

An  inter-association  between  the  County  Authority  and  the 
W.V.S.  has  led  to  the  establishment  of  this  service  in  the 
Wellington  area.  By  this  means  timely  help  can  be  given  to  the 
householder  in  need  of  such  and  the  results  have  been  such  that 
it  is  proposed  to  extend  this  service  to  the  Newport  area  and  should 
become  operative  in  the  coming  year.
